They were used as breeders the 
following spring and the first 
red pullets to commence laying 
in the {all of 1921 were found to 
be the offspring of these late- 
"moulting birds. Their pullets in 
a period of seven months have 
already averaged about two doz- 
en eggs per bird more than the 
original flock. 

It is not alone in number of 
eggs that the late-moulters* pro- 
geny excel, the department re- 
port continues, but also in the 
value of the product, as the dis- 
tribution was more even, a much 
larger percentage of the eggs 
being laid during the winter.' 
In the last seven months tne 
daughters of the late-moulters 
not only averaged two dozen 
eggs more per bird than the 
original flock, but the value of 
their product, was, figuring at 
the same prices, about $1.04 per 
bird more during the same peri 
od. It is expected that this mar 
gin will increase.
